- You will receive a special cap from the Ministry of Natural Resources in exchange for 
a suitably prepared deer or moose hide. Hides should be left at the Ministry of Natural 
_ Resources District Office where the kill was made, or at designated collection centres 
_by December 1. 


If you wish to participate in this program, treat the hide carefully. Avoid dragging the 

carcass and avoid making any cuts or nicks in the hide when skinning. Remove as much 

flesh as possible. Preserve the hide either by freezing or by rubbing coarse salt (1 kg 
_ (2 |b) for deer and 2 kg (4 |b) for moose) into the flesh side. Most hides should be salted. 
_ Only those to be home-tanned locally should be frozen. Check with the District Office 

where you plan to turn in the hide. Decay can begin within a few hours, so prompt 

preservation is necessary. When transporting the hide, use a cardboard box or burlap 
bag. Do not put the hide in plastic. Even when salted, the hide will decay if no air 
. reaches it. Spoiled hides will not be accepted.

WILD TURKEY 


Hunters require a valid Ontario licence to hunt 
small game and a resident’s wild turkey validation 
tag to take part in the hunt. Tags will be distributed 
by random draw. To apply for the draw, hunters 
must have a valid 1990-91 licence to hunt small 
game. Applications for the draw will be available 
in mid November, 1990 and must be submitted by 
early January, 1991. When applying for the draw, 
hunters will have a first and second choice. They 
must select one season and one WMU in which 
they wish to hunt for each choice. Only one 
application per hunter may be submitted. 

The hunt is restricted to bearded turkeys, a 
characteristic of male turkeys known as gobblers. 


The spring bag limit is one wild turkey with a visible - 


beard. After a hunter has bagged a bird, he or she 


may call (during the season and in the WMU for - 


which his or her tag is valid) for another hunter. | 
However, successful hunters are not permitted to — 
shoot a second bird. Only shotguns and archery — 
equipment are allowed in the hunt. Shotguns must — 


be no larger than 10 gauge and no smaller than 


20 gauge loaded with shot sizes 4, 5, or 6. Long- — 


bows or crossbows are permitted and must con- 
form to the same regulations as for deer hunting. 


The use of decoys is prohibited. A seal will be | 


provided with the wild turkey validation tag. The 
seal must be filled out and attached to the bird’s 


leg immediately after the wild turkey is taken. Suc- © 


cessful hunters must take the intact carcass of the 


wild turkey to a designated check station between — 


8 a.m. and 2 p.m. on the day of the kill.

AN ETHICAL HUNTER... 


. ASKS PERMISSION TO HUNT ON PRIVATE PROPERTY 


e Get to know the landowner, talk to him/her, understand his/her concerns for fences, livestock 


and crops. 


e Learn where you can hunt, how often and if you can bring companions. 
e Hunt only in designated areas and observe safety zones. 
¢ Demonstrate that you are a responsible and ethical hunter by obeying firearm eately rules, game 


laws and the Regulations. 


e Offer to share your game, or to help out with chores. 
e Care for the land, stock, crops and buildings as if they were your own. 


¢ Don’t litter. 


e Acquire the skills and knowledge of a responsible hunter by continually improving your 
marksmanship and your knowledge of wildlife species, field care of game and principles of 


wildlife management. 


¢ Support conservation efforts and wildlife management programs, and provide an example to 


broaden public understanding of hunting. 


¢ Control your dog and stay out of unharvested crops.

that species. Animals specified in the tables may 
be hunted only during an open season. 

Residents and non-residents must be 16 years 
of age or older before being eligible for a licence 
to hunt. Residents only may apply at 15 years of 
age, provided they first obtain consent in writing 
from both parents or a legal guardian. 

Contact your local police department for infor- 
mation about the requirements for firearm own- 
ership, Firearms Acquisition Certificates and 
Minor’s Permits (for those under 16 years of age). 


RESIDENT means a person who has actually 
resided in Ontario for at least seven consecutive 
months during the 12 months immediately pre- 
ceding the day that a licence is issued to the 
person. 


NON-RESIDENT means a person who does not 
qualify as a resident as described above under 
RESIDENT. The ownership of property in Ontario 
does not qualify a person for a resident’s licence. 
Non-resident’s licences are not valid for hunting 
e counties of Kent, Lambton or Essex, 
n the Township. of Pelee. 


TO OBTAIN A LICENCE TO HUNT an applicant 
must present to a licence issuer one of the 
following: 


Resident - 

(a) an Ontario resident’s licence to hunt issued 
after January 1, 1968; 

(b) an Ontario Hunting Licence Examination Cer- 
tificate issued after January 1, 1968; or 

(c) an Ontario Hunting Licence Verification Cer- 
tificate indicating that the applicant was issued 
a hunting licence as a resident or passed the 
Hunting Licence Examination. 


Non-resident - 

(a) an Ontario non-resident’s hunting licence 
issued after January 1, 1968; 

(b) a hunting licence issued to the applicant by a 
competent authority in any jurisdiction as a 
resident of that jurisdiction after January 1, 
1968; 

(c) an Ontario Hunting Licence Examination Cer- 
tificate issued after January 1, 1968; 

(d) an Ontario Hunting Licence Verification Certifi- 
cate indicating that the applicant was issued 
an Ontario licence to hunt or passed the 
Hunting Licence Examination; or

HUNTER TRAINING COURSES AND 
EXAMINATIONS -— Any person applying for 


his first Ontario resident’s licence to hunt and any 
resident who has not held a resident’s licence 
since January 1, 1968 must pass the Hunting 
Licence Examination. An applicant must com- 
plete Ontario’s Hunter Training Course before 
applying for an examination. 

Information about courses, examinations and 
names of course instructors can be obtained by 
contacting your local Ministry of Natural Resources 
District Office (see DISTRICT OFFICES on back 
cover). 


LICENCE ISSUERS are located throughout 
Ontario, at most Ministry of Natural Resources 
Offices and at other convenient locations such as 
many sporting goods stores, hardware stores and 
tourist camps. Moose and deer licences will be 
available at locations other than Ministry of Natu- 
ral Resources Offices only up to October 31 for 
moose and up to November 30 for deer. It is illegal 
to obtain a licence by giving false information, or 
to accept an antedated, predated or undated 
licence. Licences may not be exchanged as part 
payment towards another type of licence. 


LICENCES OR TAGS LOST, STOLEN 
OR DESTROYED -— if a current or expired 


licence has been lost, stolen or destroyed, you 
may apply for a duplicate licence or a verification 
certificate at a Ministry of Natural Resources 
District Office. A search of records on file will be 
conducted for a fee of $6.25 per licence or tag. 
(If you lose or damage your game seal, contact 
the Ministry District Office.) 

Information required includes name and address 
of licence issuer and the date of purchase (month 
and year). A search can be made only of licences 
purchased within the current year or the previous 
three years. You are advised to consult the licence 
issuer where possible to obtain the original licence 
number. 

The above procedure also applies for a lost, 
stolen or destroyed Hunting Licence Examination 
Certificate (proof of successful completion of the 
Ontario Hunting Licence Examination). 
LICENCE VALIDITY - The period for which 
the licence is valid is indicated on the licence. All 
licences must. be signed to be valid. Licence 
validity or expiry dates do not indicate open

season dates. For open seasons see tables and 
maps in this summary. 

For other details on licence validity consult this 
summary carefully, or contact a District Office. 


TRANSFER OF LICENCES - No person 
shall in any way be a party to the transfer of a 
licence, tag, coupon or seal or use or attempt to 
use a licence, tag, coupon or seal issued to any 
other person. 


A TOWNSHIP LICENCE is required in addi- 
tion to a provincial licence if you are hunting 
pheasants or rabbits in a regulated township (see 
maps).

(see FIREARMS). To hunt deer with a bow, a deer 
licence must be validated by an archery tag. See 
special validation tag requirements for moose 
under BIG GAME. 


BIG GAME -— A hunter may hold only one 
licence for deer and one for moose in any year. 
See FIREARMS for important restrictions. 

(a) MOOSE 

A resident’s licence to hunt moose is valid for 
hunting calf moose in any WMU that has an open 
season. 

A resident wishing to hunt a bull or cow moose 
must purchase a moose licence before he or she 
can enter the moose validation tag draw. An 
application is provided with the licence. These 
applications must be received at any District 
Office or Wildlife Branch, Ministry of Natural 
Resources, Queen’s Park, Toronto M7A 1W3, 
by 5 p.m., May 15 of the current year. Hunters 


who applied but were unsuccessful in last year’s 
validation tag draw will be given preference. 
Eligible applicants will be divided into two pools 
— those who applied but did not get tags last year 
(Pool 1) and those who did receive a tag or did 
not apply last year (Pool 2). 

For each Wildlife Management Unit (WMU) the 
computer will first pick from Pool 1. Pool 2 appli- 
cants will only be processed if the number of 
applicants in the first pool does not exceed the 
number of validation tags available for that WMU. 

With this system a hunter who applied last year 
and was unsuccessful will stand a much better 
chance of getting a tag this year. 

Each successful applicant will be issued a 
validation tag which will specify the sex of the 
adult animal, the WMU from which the animal 
may be taken and the conditions under which the 
animal may be taken. A resident who will be a 
guest of a tourist outfitter at the time of the hunt 
may obtain a moose validation tag through the 
outfitter. A tag issued to a resident in this way will 
be valid only while that person is registered and 
actually accommodated at the tourist establish- 
ment or at a camp operated by the outfitter. 

A non-resident must be a registered guest of a 
licenced tourist outfitter wno has applied for and 
received, on the non-resident’s behalf, a valida- 
tion tag to hunt a moose. Exceptions are non- 
residents who hunt with an immediate relative 
(grandparent, father, mother, spouse, son, 
daugNter, brother, sister or grandchild) who is an 
Ontario resident licenced to hunt moose, or 
non-residents who are property owners in a WMU 
that has an open season for non-residents. The 
latter two groups must, however, purchase a 
Non-resident’s Licence to Hunt Moose at the time 
of applying for a validation tag at a Ministry of 
Natural Resources District Office. A non-resident 
property owner can hunt only in the WMU in 
which the property is located for a bull, cow or 
calf, depending on the type of validation tag 
obtained. No moose licence will be issued to a 
non-resident who is a registered guest of a 
licenced tourist outfitter unless he presents to an 
issuer a moose validation tag. A Non-resident’s 
Licence to Hunt Moose is not valid for hunting 
unless a bull, cow, or calf validation tag provided 
by the Ministry of Natural Resources is affixed to 
the licence. A tag issued to a non-resident in this 
way shall only be used to validate the licence 
when that person is registered and actually ac- 
commodated at the tourist establishment or at 
a camp operated by the outfitter. 

A hunter must affix the tag to the back of his 
licence before the hunt. 

Bow-hunters may apply, like other hunters, for 
bull and cow validation tags in the draw. The 
validation tag for a bull or cow issued to a 
bow-hunter becomes invalid on the closing 
day of the special bow season. If they have not 
killed a moose during the special bow season, 
they may continue to hunt using any legally 
permitted firearm during the regular gun hunt, 
however, their licences will be valid for calves 
only. 


Hunters who obtain validation tags for a bull or 
cow that are not restricted to the special bow 
season, may not hunt for an adult animal during 
the special bow season. They may, however, hunt 
for calves with a bow provided they comply with 
all other legal requirements. 

No person shall possess more than one tag at 
the time of the hunt. 

Party hunting for moose is allowed. Any hunter 
in a party may take the number of bull, cow and 
calf moose that is equal to the number of bull and 
cow validation tags and valid moose licences held 
by members of the party. The total number of 
moose taken by the party may not exceed the 
number of game seals held by party members. 

After an adult moose is taken, the party mem- 
ber whose licence is validated for taking an adult 
moose must immediately affix his game seal to 
the animal. Similarly, after a calf moose is taken, 
a party member must immediately affix a game 
seal to the animal. 

On a calf moose a seal must be affixed to the 
complete lower jaw, which may be removed from 
the head. On a bull or cow moose, the game seal 
must be attached to the tendon of one of the hind 
legs to which the scrotal sac or vulva, as shown 
on the seal, must be attached by the connective 
tissue. The seal must remain affixed to the animal 
while it is being transported. (See page 5.) 

A person transporting part of a moose should 
be prepared to state the name of the hunter who 
sealed the animal, the hunting licence and valida- 
tion tag numbers under which the animal was 
claimed, and the WMU in which it was taken, 
when requested to do so by an Officer. 

A calf moose is a moose that is less than one 
year old at the time of the hunt. A bull moose is a 
male moose that is at least one year old at the 
time of the hunt. A cow moose is a female moose 
that is at least one year old at the time of the hunt. 

Moose must not be hunted while they are 
swimming. 


(b) DEER 
A deer licence is valid only for taking antlered deer 
that have at least one antler 7.5 cm (3 in.) or longer 
in length, unless there is an antlerless deer 
validation tag, for the management unit indicated 
on the tag, affixed to the back of the licence. 
These validation tags are available only to resi- 
dents of Ontario. Hunters must apply for tags by 
completing and submitting self-addressed appli- 
cation forms which are furnished to the applicant 
with a Resident’s or Farmer’s licence to hunt. 
These applications must be received at any 
District Office or Wildlife Branch, Ministry of 
Natural Resources, Queen’s Park, Toronto, 
M7A 1W3, by 5 p.m., July 31 of the current year. A 
computerized random draw will determine the 
successful applicants for each WMU. Archery 
hunters wishing to hunt antlerless deer in WMUs 
with bows-only seasons must also submit appli- 
cations for the antlerless deer tag draw. 
Hunters interested in WMUs with controlled 
hunter numbers should apply to the Ministry of 
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Natural Resources District Office in the area 
where the hunt is to occur. These applications - 
must be received by 5 p.m., August 31 of the 
current year. If selected by a random draw, a 


hunter is required to affix to his licence a controlled — 


deer hunt validation tag which is valid for deer of 


the sex indicated on the tag. For information on 


controlled hunts, contact the Ministry of Natural 
Resources District Office in the area where the 
hunt is to occur. 


Each hunter who receives a validation tag for 4 


deer for a controlled hunting unit will also receive i 
a questionnaire concerning the hunt. The com- | 


pleted questionnaire is required by law to be © 


returned to the Ministry of Natural Resources 


District Office indicated on the questionnaire on ~ 


or before the 14th day following the closing day 
of the hunt of the current year. Hunters who fail 


jis 


to return the questionnaire will not be eligible for 


a controlled hunt validation tag the following year. 

If hunting with a group (party) of two or more 
licensed hunters, any member of the group may 
kill the number of antlered deer equal to the 
number of valid licences held by the members of 
the group. In no case shall the total number of 
deer killed exceed the number of licences held by 
the members of the group. Once a deer has been 
killed, the game seal must immediately be affixed 
and locked through the cartilage separating the 
nostrils, as described on the seal. This must be 
done at the site of the kill. Only the hunter whose 


licence is validated for antlerless deer may kill and — 


seal an antlerless deer. The hunter may then 
continue to hunt antlered deer with his group 
(party). 

A person transporting a deer shall keep the seal 
attached to the deer while it is being transported. 
A person transporting part of a deer should be pre- 
pared to state the name of the hunter who sealed 
the animal, the hunting licence number under 
which the animal was claimed and the WMU in 
which the animal was killed, when requested to 
do so by an Officer. 

Deer must not be hunted while they are 
swimming. 

(c) BLACK BEAR 


No person shall take or kill more than one black 
bear under a licence to hunt black bear. Once a 
bear has been killed, a hunter must immediately 
affix the game seal to the carcass as described on 
the seal. 

In an area where there is an open season for 
deer or moose during that time, a hunter w 
to hunt bear must have a valid ¢ 


licence. This does not aophy toab 
ing ina WMU having a bows-only season during 
that open season for deer or moose. Black bear 
hunters may continue to hunt bear after they have 
shot a deer or moose. 

Hunters are prohibited in the spring bear season 
from shooting cubs born in the year of the hunt 
and females accompanied by such cubs. 

Shooting of bears is prohibited on Crown land 
within 400 m (440 yd) of a waste disposal site. 


_ Use of dogs in the spring bear season is re- 
stricted. See Big Game Open Season tables. 
Non-residents hunting black bear are required 
to use the guiding or baiting services of a tourist 
establishment or a commercial guide in all parts 
of Ontario with an open bear hunting season. Non- 
resident black bear hunters must obtain a Black 
Bear Hunting Licence Validation Certificate from 
a tourist operator to validate a non-resident Black 
Bear Hunting Licence. Exceptions are non- 
residents who hunt with an immediate relative who 
is an Ontario resident licenced to hunt bear, or non- 
residents who are property owners in a WMU that 
has a black bear open season for non-residents. 
These two groups must obtain a Licence Valida- 
tion Certificate at a Ministry of Natural Resources 
District Office. (Non-residents see also ATTEN- 
TION: NON-RESIDENT BEAR HUNTERS under 
LICENCE AND VALIDATION TAG FEES.) 

As of 1989 non-resident and resident hunters 
using the hunting services of a commercial bear 
operator must hunt on the Black Bear Manage- 
ment Area(s) (BMAs) assigned to their operator, 
or on private land for which the operator has 
obtained permission. Resident hunters not using 
commercial hunting services are not restricted to 


_ TAGGING OF MOOSE 

_ As part of the Selective Harvest Program, 
validation tags are issued for a specific age 
-and sex of animal. The hunter, therefore, is 


required to provide evidence of the age and 
sex of any moose that he kills.

BMAs and may hunt anywhere on Crown land or 
on private land with owner’s permission. 


BIRDS -— Any person hunting birds is required 
to have a valid licence. Wild turkeys, pheasant, 
ruffed grouse, sharp-tailed grouse, spruce grouse, 
ptarmigan, Hungarian partridge and bobwhite quail 
may be hunted and possessed in such numbers 
and during such times as indicated in the open 
season tables. 

All other birds, except crows, cowbirds, black- 
birds, starlings and house sparrows, must not be 
taken at any time. Hunting of migratory game 
birds is governed by the Migratory Birds Con- 
vention Act and the Regulations. Migratory game 
birds may be taken under a Migratory Game Bird 
Hunting Permit and a Wildlife Habitat Conserva- 
tion Stamp in addition to an Ontario licence to hunt 
small game. 

It is an offence to interfere with eggs and nests 
of birds. 

Hunting of pheasants with a rifle is prohibited. 

Game bird hunting preserves, operated under 
a licence from the Ministry of Natural Resources, 
provide an opportunity to hunt pheasant, bob- 
white quail and wild turkey throughout the year 


(c) BULL OR COW 


Then attach the seal to the tendon of the hind 
leg, (c), to which the scrotal sac or vulva is 
attached.

(a) WILD TURKEYS — SEE PAGE ii 
CROWN LANDS - In Ontario, travel for recre- 


ational purposes on Crown lands and waters is 
generally free and unrestricted. The exceptions are 
restricted-travel zones for forest fire prevention, 
Officially closed forest-access roads, and areas 
posted with signs to prohibit all or certain modes 
of travel. Non-residents, except those using the 
services of a commercial outfitter, require a permit 
to camp on Crown land north of the French and 
Mattawa rivers. Permits may be obtained from 
District offices of the Ministry of Natural Resources 
and many licence issuers. 

All hunters are reminded that some Crown lands 
may be posted against hunting and possession of 
firearms to protect workers where timber or other 
operations are in progress. Check with a local 
District Office for details. 


DOGS must be licensed if they are to be used to 
hunt deer or moose, but there is no limit on the 
number of dogs which may be used. In the closed 
season, dogs must not be permitted to run at 
large in an area inhabited by deer, moose, elk or 
bear. 

Dogs brought in solely for hunting purposes 
may be entered into Canada without security as 
part of the Tourist Outfitter’s and Sportsmen’s 
equipment when completing the necessary Cus- 
toms forms. A dog entering Canada from the 
United States must be accompanied by a certifi- 
cate, signed by a veterinarian licensed in Canada 
or the United States, and certifying that the dog 
has been vaccinated against rabies during the 
preceeding 36 months. Such certifcate must 
carry a reasonably complete and legible descrip- 
tion of the dog and the date of the vaccination. 

A letter of authority issued from a Ministry of 
Natural Resources District Office is required to 
conduct dog training and field trials on game 
animals and game birds during the closed 
season. 

A hunter, when hunting for raccoon at night, must 
be accompanied by a dog licensed for 
raccoon hunting. A resident’s tag to hunt raccoon 
at night is also required. 


ELK AND CARIBOU - There is no open 


season for elk or caribou in Ontario. 


ENDANGERED SPECIES ~- Nineteen 
species and their habitats are protected under the 
Endangered Species Act. Anyone who injures or 
kills an endangered species or destroys the habitat 
of an endangered species is liable to a fine up to 
$50,000 or two years imprisonment. Contact a Dis- 
trict Office for more information about endangered 
species. 


EXPORT AND SHIPPING - Non-residents — 


may export from Ontario game birds and game ~ 


animals legally killed under the appropriate 
licence by producing a valid hunting licence for 
those species. A CITES permit, which may be 
obtained from most Ministry of Natural Resources 


I cay eet 
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Offices free of charge, is required to export a 


timber wolf from Canada. In some countries, 
importation of timber wolves is restricted; there- 
fore, requirements for importation should be 
ascertained. 


An export permit is required for the export from 


Ontario of moose, deer and bear or any parts 
thereof. 
An export permit may be obtained from most 


Ministry of Natural Resources offices in the area ; 


where the animal has been taken. 

An export permit should be obtained prior to 
reaching border points to avoid inconvenience. A 
non-resident may obtain an export permit upon 
payment of a fee (See EXPORT PERMIT FEES). 
No fee is required for a resident’s export permit. 

Upon the issue of an export permit for moose, 
deer or bear, additional permits are available at 
no extra charge for the exportation of a part or 
parts of the animal for which an export permit has 
been issued. There is a limit of three additional 
permits for this purpose. 

Receptacles containing game which is being 
shipped or transported to points inside or outside 
Ontario must bear on the outside the names and 
addresses of the consignee and consignor, and 
a list of the contents. 


FIREARMS include air or pellet guns, long- 
bows and crossbows. A rifle of greater calibre than 
.275, except a flintlock or percussion cap muzzle- 
loading gun, is prohibited for hunting under a 
licence to hunt small game in the following coun- 
ties or regions: Brant, Elgin, Essex, Huron, Kent, 
Lambton, Middlesex, Northumberland, Oxford, 
Perth and Wellington; and the regional municipal- 
ities of Durham, Haldimand-Norfolk, Halton, 
Hamilton-Wentworth, Niagara, Peel, Waterloo and 
York. 

Semi-automatic or self-loading firearms are 
permitted. 

Revolvers, pistols and fully automatic weapons 
are not.to be used for hunting in Ontario. 

Semi-automatic or repeating shotguns must be 
plugged so that they will not hold more than a 
total of three shells in the chamber and magazine. 


A firearm is considered to be loaded if it has 


a cartridge in the chamber, or in the magad 
which is attached to the firearm. 

Firearms must not be discharged from or acros 
any highway or road in any county designated in 
the Regulations or from or across the travelled 
portion in any area not designated. 

The possession of a loaded firearm on a King’s 
highway, secondary highway, county road or main- 
tained township road in parts of Ontario designated 
in the Regulations is also prohibited. Contact the 
District Office of the Ministry of Natural Resources 


for specific information about the areas desig- 

_nated and the scope of the prohibitions. 

It is contrary to the Regulations for a person 

_ (a) to carry or use a rifle of greater calibre or projec- 
tile power than the rifle known as a .22 calibre 
rim-fire rifle, or 

(b) to have, while hunting with a shotgun, in his 
gun or on his person any shotgun -shells 
loaded with a single projectile or with shot 
larger than number two, 

in an area and at a time during which there is an 

open season for deer, unless that person holds 

a licence to hunt deer and unless the open 

season for deer in that area applies to the class 

of licence to hunt deer that the person holds, 

i.e. resident’s or non-resident’s licence. 
The foregoing applies similarly in an area and 
at a time with respect to an open season for 
moose. 
When a deer season and a moose season are 
open in the same area and at the same time the 
foregoing prohibitions (a) and (b) do not apply 
provided a person has either a valid deer licence 
or a valid moose licence but not necessarily both. 
Where there is a bows-only season for deer, in 
a part of Ontario lying south of the French and 
Mattawa rivers, the holder of a licence to hunt 
small game is exempt from the above prohibitions 
(a) and (b) provided that there is an open season 
for small game. 
The use of a rim-fire rifle, a shotgun smaller than 
20 gauge when loaded with shot, or any shotgun 
loaded with shot smaller than SG or number 1 
buck is prohibited for hunting bear, deer or moose. 
It is contrary to the Regulations 
(a) to use a crossbow having a draw length less 
than 30 cm (12 in) or 

(b) to use a crossbow which has a draw weight 
less than 45 kg (99 Ib) when hunting deer or 
less than 54 kg (119 Ib) when hunting moose 
and bear or 

(c) to use a longbow, including compound and 
recurve bows, which has a draw weight less 
than 18 kg (40 Ib) when hunting deer or less 
than 22 kg (49 lb) when hunting moose and 
bear or 

(d) to use any arrow (longbow) or bolt (crossbow) 
that is not equipped with a head that has at 
least two sharp, unserrated, barbless, steel, 
straight-cutting edges or a head that is less 
than 22 mm (0.9 in) at the widest point or any 
arrow that is less than 60 cm (24 in) in length, 
when hunting deer, moose and bear. 

From September 1 to December 15 and from 
April 15 to June 15, no hunter shall use a shotgun 
loaded with ball or with shot larger than number 
2 shot, or a rifle of greater calibre or projectile 
power than a rifle known as the .22 calibre 
rim-fire rifle, in the area known as the Aulneau 
Peninsula. The calibre limitations do not apply to 
a flintlock or percussion cap muzzle-loading gun. 

Shotguns, rifles or other firearms in your pos- 
session must be unloaded and encased in places 
which game inhabits or may be shot, from one- 


half hour after sunset to one-half hour before 
sunrise. ‘‘Encased’’ means securely enclosed in 
a manner whereby the firearm is not readily 
accessible. 

Some townships have by-laws restricting the 
discharge of firearms. Check with the Township 
Office for details. 


FUR-BEARING ANIMALS - Badger, bea- 


ver, bobcat, fisher, lynx, marten, mink, muskrat, 
opossum, otter, red squirrel and wolverine are 
fur-bearing animals which may not be taken 
except under a licence to trap. 

Wolf, coyote, fox, raccoon, skunk and weasel 
are fur-bearers which may be taken on a small 
game licence. The pelts of these must be stamped 
(sealed) by an officer before being offered for sale 
or sent to a tanner or taxidermist, and royalty 
must be paid on all wolf, coyote, fox and raccoon 
before they can be accepted by a tanner or 
taxidermist, as prescribed in the Regulations. An 
Export Permit must be obtained to send or take 
fur-bearing animals from Ontario.

GAME MEAT - It is an offence to permit the 
flesh of any animal or bird, which is suitable for 
food, to be destroyed or spoiled. 

It is illegal to buy, sell or barter any game animal 
or bird. However, meat sold under the authority 
of a Licence to Sell the Meat of Muskrat. Beaver, 
Raccoon or Bear may be possessed or bought for 
a person’s own use without a licence. 


GAME PRESERVES -— Except as provided in 
the Regulations, hunting and trapping are not 
permitted and firearms must not be used or 
possessed in Crown Game Preserves. Firearms 
may be possessed by a person who resides on 
private land or Crown land held under a licence 
within a Crown Game Preserve, but hunting and 
trapping are not permitted. There are Crown Game 
Preserves other than those shown on the maps. 


GUIDES —No person may act as a guide in any 
part of Ontario specified in the Regulations 
unless he possesses a valid guide’s licence. This 
licence is not issued to a non-resident. At present, 
the Territorial District of Rainy River and Lake 
St. Clair are the only areas so designated. 

Non-residents must be accompanied by one 
licensed guide for each two hunters when hunting 
deer or moose in the Territorial District of Rainy 
River. (See also BLACK BEAR). 


HUNTING includes chasing, pursuing, follow- 
ing after or on the trail of, searching for, shooting, 
shooting at, stalking or lying in wait for, worrying, 
molesting, taking or destroying any animal or bird. 
To participate in any of the above a hunting licence 
is required, except as provided under the Game 
and Fish Act and the Regulations. 

No person shall hunt between a half hour after 
sunset and a half hour before sunrise except as 
otherwise provided. Hunters should check local 
sunrise-sunset schedules accordingly. 

Hunting carelessly is an offence and hunters 
who discharge firearms without due care and 
attention, or consideration for persons and 
property, are liable to a fine of up to $25,000 or 
imprisonment or both. 

It is an offence to hire or offer a reward to any 
person to hunt game for you. 


HUNTING ON SUNDAY -— No person shall 


carry or discharge a firearm for the purpose of 
hunting on Sunday in 
(a) any county except the County of Renfrew 
(except the Township of Raglan), the County 
of Prescott and Russell, and the Township of 
Haldimand in the County of Northumberland; 
(6) any regional municipality lying south of the 
French and Mattawa rivers; 
(c) the Municipality of Metropolitan Toronto; or 
(d) the territorial districts of Muskoka and Parry 
Sound and that part of the Territorial District 
of Nipissing comprising the geographic town- 
ships of Boulter and Chisholm and the parts 
of the geographic townships of Ballantyne, 
Butt, Finlayson, McCraney and Paxton lying 
west of the western boundary of Algonquin 
Provincial Park. 
This regulation does not apply to a licensed 
game bird hunting preserve or to the use of long- 
bows or crossbows. 


OFFICERS - Any officer may, without a search 

warrant: 

(1) stop, enter and search any aircraft, vehicle or 
vessel: 

(2) enter and search any fishing, hunting, mining, 
lumber or construction camp or any office of 
any common carrier; and 

(3) open and inspect any trunk, box, bag, parcel 
or receptacle 
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if he has reasonable grounds for believing that any _ 
of the above contain game or fish taken, shipped © 


or possessed in contravention of the Game and 
Fish Act and Regulations, the Migratory Birds 
Convention Act and Regulations, or the Ontario 
Fishery Regulations. } 


An officer has the authority to request informa- 


tion about hunting and fishing. 


PERMISSION TO HUNT - A hunting 


licence does not give hunters the right to enter — 


private lands. Ask for permission and obey signs 
(see TRESPASS). 


POISON -— Poison must never be used for 
taking wild animals. The practice is illegal. 


POSTED LAND — Please observe duly author- 


ized signs prohibiting or restricting hunting on that ; 


land (see TRESPASS). 
PROVINCIAL PARKS — Hunting in Pro- 


vincial Parks is prohibited unless otherwise pro- 
vided in the Regulations. See Maps for location 


of Provincial Parks and large Crown Game : 


Preserves. Check with the appropriate Ministry of 
Natural Resources District Office (see also 
WILDLIFE MANAGEMENT AREAS and GAME 


PRESERVES). 


Unless provided in the Regulations, no person 
shall. possess a firearm in a Provincial Park. 
Check with the local Ministry of Natural Resources 
Office. 


ROAD KILLS AND OTHER ANIMALS 


INCLUDING BIRDS, FOUND DEAD 


BY NATURAL AND OTHER ACCI- 


DENTAL CAUSES may be possessed. 
Such finds are to be reported to the District Office 
of the Ministry. In the cases of black bear, moose, 
and deer, such report must be made immediate- 
ly. In the cases of other species, the report must 
be made within two working days of the acquisi- 
tion. Anyone who acquires an eagle, falcon, hawk, 
owl or vulture in this way must take the carcass 
to the District Office for inspection within five work- 
ing days of the acquisition. 


SNARES -The use of snares by licensed 
hunters is prohibited except for the taking of 
rabbits north of the French and Mattawa rivers 
with a snare specified in the Regulations. 


TRAPPING may be carried out only under 


a trapping licence. A summary of the Ontario — 


Regulations which apply to trapping and fur 
dealing is available upon request. 


TRESPASS -— Hunters should familiarize them- 
selves with the Occupiers’ Liability Act, R.S.O. 
1980, c. 322 and the Trespass to Property Act, 
R.S.O. 1980, c. 511 before entering on private land. 
A booklet which explains the two Acts, and which 
outlines the rights of individuals, and the duties 
that individuals controlling land and those enter- 
ing on private land owe to each other, is available 


from the Ontario Ministry of the Attorney General. 

You are also violating the Game and Fish Act 
if the landowner asks you to leave and you do not 
do so immediately, or if you do not obey signs pro- 
_ hibiting hunting and fishing. 

No person in a party of more than 12 persons 
shall hunt upon any enclosed or unenclosed lands 
in any county or regional municipality without per- 
mission of the landowner. _ 


While hunting deer on Barrie anitou- 
lin Island, a hunter is required to have in his pos- 
session a valid deer licence which has attached 
~ toit, ina form furnished by the Ministry of Natural 
Resources, the consent of the landowner on 
whose land the licensee is hunting. (Gee PERMIS- 
SION TO HUNT and POSTED LAND).
